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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "a measuring system" as stated in 
lines 5-6 of claim 1 and line 4 of claim 4 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 5 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form. See MPEP 
§ 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claim 5 has not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kammleiter et 
al. (US 4,895,454). 
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Kammleiter et al. disclose a measuring system including the following: 

a) a spindle (105) for receiving a machine tool (106) which is capable of being 
moved in order to interact with the device in order to deduce, according to a 
measuring system (102) specific to said spindle (Fig. 1), the dimensions of the 
tool (column 3, lines 22-27), characterized in that it consists of a bar (101) 
made of a material (Fig. 1), one of these ends of which is fixedly attached to a 
yoke (109) attached to a fixed frame (108) and its opposite free end is in 
contact with two detectors placed perpendicular to one another (103) and to a 
yoke capable of sliding on the bar (Fig. 1) that is overhung by a platform 
(104) on which said tool to be measured is capable of resting (Fig. 1); 

b) the bar has a square cross section (Fig. 1); 

c) the detectors are micrometric end-of-travel detectors (103), one of which is 
placed vertically in order to determine the length and the other is placed 
horizontally in order to determine the diameter (Fig. 1); 

d) each of the detectors is connected to a measuring system (1 02) specific to the 
positions of the spindle thus making it possible to break contact with the bar, 
to deduce the dimensions of the tool (Fig. 1). 

Kammleiter et al. do not disclose a material having highly elastic properties. 

Regarding claims 1-2: Kammleiter et al.disclose the a bar having a material (101). The 
particular type of material used to make the bar, absent any criticality, is only considered to be 
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the use of a " preferred " or "optimum" material out of a plurality of well known materials that a 
person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made would have find 
obvious to provide using routine experimentation based, among other things, on the intended use 
of Applicant's apparatus, i.e., suitability for the intended use of Applicant's apparatus. See In re 
Leshin , 125 USPQ 416 (CCPA 1960 ) where the court stated that a selection of a material on the 
basis of suitability for intended use of an apparatus would be entirely obvious. Therefore, one 
skil led in the art would change the type of material of the bar in order to suit the needs of the 
user of the device. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
